February tollowing This king created his eldeſt 
ſonne Edward Duke of Cornwal!l(which was the 
r{t Duke that was created in England fince the

ſter he vi. of Nouember 1429. by the hands of 
Henry Chicheley Archbiſhop of Canterburie, 
and afterward the vij. day of September , anno 
1431.at Paris by the hands of Henry Beauford 
Cardinall of W incheſter. This king was the firſt 
thartereed any to the dignitic of a Vicount in 
this land, or thatcreated any Barron by charter 
or pattent: for before his dates all Barrons were 
cither made in the field , or called toy that ſtate 
by Parliamentwrit.

begi his raigne ouer this realme(by the name of 
king Edward the fourth,the fourth day of March 
anno 1 461, & was crowned at Weſtminſter the 
vxix.day of Tune next following by the hands of 
Thomas Bourghchier Archbithop of Canter- 
burie.

bernextenſuing,by the hands of Thbinas Bour- 
ghchijer Archbiſhop of Canterbury, This king 
was wiſe, valiant, & hardy, for as the fame went, 
he ſlue king Richard the 11). .with his owne hands. 
He vſed oftentimes to fit in proper perſon in 
courts of Iuſtice, ſometimes in one court,ſome- 
fimes in another , which cauſed true and perfec 
iuſtice to take place He beſtowed his offices not 


"of fauour nor affeion , but on ſuch as were 


molt apt and fit perſons for the ſame, He path | 
Ted much riches by executing of penall lawes. 
He ended his life at his new manour of Rich 
mond the xxi.day of Aprill at night, in the yeare 
of our Lord 1509, when he had raigned xxi1j. 
yeares,viij. moneths, Ott harF his new 
chappcllat VVeſtminſter. 
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HENRIE borne at Grenewich , ſecond 
ſonne to king Henry the vij. being of the age of 
xvij.yeares & vpward, began his raigne ouer this 
realme by the name of king Henry viy. the xx1). 

day of Aprill, 1 509. and was crowned at V Velt- 
minſter the xxiijj. day of Iune next enſuing , by 
the hands of V Villilam Warham archbiſhop of 
Canterbury.By his firſt wife the Lady Katherine 
daughter to Ferdinand kind of Spaine, he had a 
daughter named Mary , that was afterwarde 
queene of England.By the Lady Anne Rochford 
Marquioneſle > of Penbroke, daughter to Thomas 
Bolein Earle of VViltſhire and Ormond , his ſe- 
cond wite , he had Lady Elizabeth now Queene 
of England. And by the Lady Iane , daughter to 
Sir Iohn Seint Maure knight , his third wite, he 
had a ſonne named Edward, that ſucceeded his 
t>ther in the kingdome of England. This king e- 
rected the court of Augmentation of the reue- 
nues of the crowne, & the court of VVards, and 
ordeined that the chiefe officer thereof thould 
be called the maiſter of the Y Vards foreuer. He 
ended his life at VVeſtminſter the xxvij. of Ia- 
nuarie, anno 154”. when he had raigned xxxv1j. 
yearcs, 9.moneths,and 5.cayes,and licth buried 
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EL 
ED W ARD the fixt , borne at Hampton 
Court, ſonne & heire toking Henrythe vij. be- 
ing ofthe age of ix. years,began his raigne ouer 
this realme the xxviij. of Ianuary, 1547. and was 
ccowned-at Weſtminſter the 'xx. of Februaric 
next following, by the hands of Thomas Cran- 
mer Archbithop of Canterburie. This king in 
his tendet age ſoprofited in all kind of vertue & 
good learning, that he attained to the perfect 
knowledge of the Greeke, Latine, and French 
rongs.In wiſdom & good pollicic he farre excel- 
led all others of his years,much like to hauepro- 
ued another Salomon,it death had not preueted 
his dayes. He was much delighted in reading the 
ſacred Scripturs,& other good authors, the bet- i 
ter thereby to be ablec,in true juſtice, to gouerne 
his people committed to his charge. [Yet for {ll 
this,his tender age.gaue occaſion to ſome of his 
ſtubborne & ſtifnecked people to rebell. And the 
pride of fome women was cauſe of great diſſen- 
tionamongſt his Nobility,which not long after 
was aſhortening of ſome of their dates; He cn-} 
ded his life at Grenewich the v.Eay of Iuly,anno 
1553. inthe xvi.yeare of his age, when he had 
raigned vj. yeares, v.moneths, and 8.\dayes, and 
was buried at Weſtminſter. | 
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M ARTE borne at Grenewich, elder daugh- 
ter to king Henry the vitj. and {j{ter and heire to 
the late decealed king Edward the vi. being of 
the age of xXXxviij. yeares , began/her raigne ouer 
this realme the vj, of Tuly, anng 1553. and was 
crowned at Weltminſter the 1.0t October next 
followihg by the hands of Stephen Gardiner 
| biſhoppe of VVincheſter and Chauncellor of 
England : for Thomas Cranmer| Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury was then priſoner |in the Tower, 
She being indebtedinvery greatfums of monty 
borh to the ſocictie of Fulckers and 9ther mar- 
chaut ſtrangers, borrowed fo thuch money of 
her.ſubiects vpon priviie.ſeales as acquited the 
forraine debt, thjnking\much betgertgde indeb- 
ted at home, then to pay great intereſt abroad, 
nents thereby much euill will and hatred of 
er ſubjeQs, as nener afterward could be remo- 
ned. After this the loſle of Calcis fo troubled 
her, as the; memorie thereof would neuer out 
of her mind till her dying day: ſothatſhortly af-

lile. She is a Princeſle t. qe” with all good lit- 
terature , both holy and humane, a nouriſher of 
peace both at home and abroad. Amongſt all o- 
therher moſt rare vertues , ſhe hath reformed 
religion,ſhe hath reduced all baſe coines(which 
were currant here before her dayes)into perfect 
gold & filuer,fo that there is no other mony leſle 
or more currit within her dominions : which is 
not to be ſeene at this day elſe where vnder any 
Prince Chriſtian or Erhnicke. She hath builded 
E ſuch faire & ſtrong thips,& furniſhed ſo mighty 
a nauy for the defence of her coiitrie \ as maketh 
all her cnemics atraid to attEpt anything againſt 
the ſame. Godof his infinit goodnes defend her 
Maieſtie from all perils & dangers, whothis 38. 
veares and more, hath taken care tokeepe vs in
